CONROY’S BROOKLYN HANDICAP. 

Yesterday Conroy broke a tradition to the 
effect that a three-year-old could not win such 
a race as the Brooklyn Handicap so early in the 
year. Taking his sensational performance into 
consideration along with Commando’s brilliant 
Belmont Stakes success, it is plain that the 
Keene stable will probably furnish the post 
favorite for the American Derby. Conroy’s 
sire, St. Leonards, ran Becond for the American 
Derby of 1893 and Commando’s sire, Domino, 
was unplaced in the Derby of 1894, so both colts 
as well as their owners, have revenge to run for 
in the big Washington Park race of this year, 
Conroy’s success yesterday was clean cut and 
decisive as he was out in the front rank from 
start to finish and outstayed and outran all 
challengers. A good colt last year he is evi- 
dently better this year and a formidable ele- 
ment in any race for which he may be started. 
It is worth noting that his victory in the Brook- 
lyn does not penalize him for the American 
Derby. 

The tabled history of the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap is: 



It is gratifying to Dote that the eastern 
owned colts and fillies engaged in the American 
Derby, that have so far been etarted, have with 
hardly an exception shown good racing form. 
Commando, Bonnibert, Blues, Conroy, The 
Parader, Water Color, Sweet Lavender and 
Sadie 8. each won at their first attempt and it 
remains to be seen whether such good ones as 
Beau Gallant and Far Rockaway will not fol- 
low this excellent example. 

Blues is the eole reliance of the strong 
Fleiscbmann stable for the American Derby. 
His career as a two-year-old was hy no means 
remarkable, yet it was such as to win for him a 
place in the list of conceded good colts of the 
year. His first start was for the Canarsie 
Stakes at Aqueduct, April 24. Ridden by N. 
Turner he ran fourth to Kenilworth, Fake and 
Outlander. Kenilworth won by a half length, 
the other three finishing heads apart. The 
etarters were Blues, 113, Kenilworth, Fake, 
Glenwood aDd The Golden Prince, 112 each, 
Outlander, The Regent, Anecdote and Light 
Ball 109 each, and the race was run in the fast 
time, for that track, of hb% seconds, the dis- 
tance beiDg 44 furlongs. Blues was pocketed 
and much impeded in the stretch, but for which 
be would probably have wod. 

His next essay was more fortunate. This was 
when be etarted in a race for a purse at Grave- 
send, May 28, distance five furlongs. He was 
an odds-on favorite at 3 to 5 at post time and 
an easy winner in 1:02%, Schoolmaster finishing 
second and Beau Gallant third. The other 
starters were Dr. Preston, Dr. Barlow, The 
Golden Prince, Humboldt, Relucent, San Luis, 
Rolling Boer and The Blue Coat. Blues won 
by a length and a half, Schoolmaster finishing 
as far in front cf the afterward famous Beau 
Gallant. All carried 112 pounds with sex allow 
ances. At the same meeting, Judo 1, he won 
another purse at five furlongs, done tbiB time 
in 1:02, defeating Delmarch. Humboldt and 
Vouch. Blues was again an odds-on favorite at 
2 to 5 and an easy winner by a length and a half, 
Delmarch finishing a similar distance in front 
of Humboldt. Blues, Delmarch and Vouch 
carried 115 pounds and Humboldt 107. 

Blues was sent for greater game June 9, when 
he started in the $12,500 Great American Stakes. 
Coupled with bis stable companion, Bonnibert, 
the pair went to the post favorite at 3 to 1 in a 
field of eleven starters. The start was a bad 
one aDd from where he got off Blues had no 
chance, yet he ran a fine race and finished fifth, 
Prince Charles winning, with Prince Pepper 
second, Tommy Atkins third and Alfonso fourth. 
The starters and weights were Tommy Atkins 
and Bonnibert, 125 each; Prince Charles, 122; 
Prince Pepper, Alfonso, Bines, Handwork, The 
Puritan, Bellario, Bedeck and Lief Prince 115 
each. In a desperate finish Prince Charles won 
by a head from Prince Pepper, he another head 
beforeTTommy Atkins. Two lengths back was 
Alfonso, a similar distance before Blues. Thus 
the latter, with at least ten lengths the worst of 
the start, was beaten but four lengths and his 
race was fully as good as the winner’s. The 
time was 1:024s, distance five furlongs. Four 
days later he had better luck when, with 
Danny Maher up, he won the $10,000 Tremont 
Stakes, at£ six furlongs, in the fast time of 
1 :13%.L The starters were Tommy Atkins, 125; 
Blues, Prince Pepper, Holstein, Handwork, All 
Green, iThe Puritan and Bedeck, 115 each. 
Tommy?Atkins was a 6 to 5 favorite, while it 
was 5 to 1 at post time against Blues. It was a 
good start and a truly run and strongly contested 
race withl Blues, the winner by a length from 
Prince Pepper, he a head before unlucky 
Tommy Atkina. This wae the greatest triumph
